Found a letter of yours that had lain dormant here 
a good while in Mr. Sym hands, to welcome me 
to Venice, and I thank for the variety of news 
wherewith ſhe went freighted ; for ſhe was to me av a

. here; and I eſteem her Cargazon at no tefs a value, for 

ſhe enriched me with the knowledge of my father s 
health, and your own, with the reſt of my brothers ant

AVING ſeen Antenor's tomb in Padua, and the 
amphitheatre of Flaminius in Verona, with other 
brave towns in Lombardy, I am now come to Rome; and 
Rome, they ſay, is every man's country, ſhe is calle 
Communis Patria; for every one that is within the com- 
| paſs of the Latin church, finds himſelf here, as it were, 
at home, and in his mother's houſe, in regard of intereſt 
in religion, which is the cauſe that for one native, there 
be five ſtrangers that ſojourn in this city; and without 
any diſtinction or mark of ſtrangeneſs, they come to pre- 
ferments and offices, both in church and ſtate, according 
to merit, which is more valued and ſought after here than 
anywhere. | | 7: 
But whereas I expected to have found Rome elevated 
upon ſeven hills, I met her rather ſpreading upon a flat, 
having humbled herſelf ſince ſhe was made a chriſtian, 
and deſcended from thoſe hills Campus Martins, with 
Traſtevere, and the ſuburbs of Sr, Peter; ſhe hath 
yet in compaſs about fourteen miles, which is far ſhort of 
that vaſt circuit ſhe had in Claudius his time: for Yopiſcus 
writes, ſhe was then of fifty miles circumference, and 
ſhe had five hundred thouſand free citizens, in a famous 
cenſe that was made; which, allowing but ſix to every fa» 
mily, in women, children, and ſervants, came to three

Moreover Leghorn, which is the key of Tuſcany, being 
a maritime and a great mercantile town, hath mightily in- 
riched this country, by being a frank port to all comers, 
and a ſafe rendezvous to pirates as well as to merchants. 
Add hereunto, that the Duke himſelf in ſome reſpect 
is a merchant ; for he ſometimes engrofleth all the 
corn of the country, and retails it at what rate he pleaſ- 
eth.

I Am now got over the Alps, and returned to France 4 
J had croſſed and. clambered up the Pyreneans. to 
Spain before ; they are not ſo high and hideous as the 
Alps ; but for our mountains in Wales, as Eppint, and 
Penuinmaur, which are ſo much cried up among us, 
they are molebillt in compariſon of theſe : they are but 
pigmies compared to giants, but bli/ters compared to im- 
Poſthumes, or pimples to wart. Beſides, our mountains 
in Wales bear always ſomething uſeful to man or beaſt, 
_ at leaſt ; but theſe uncouth huge monſtrous 
cences of nature bear nothing (moſt of them) bur 
craggy (tones ; the tops of ſome of them are blanched 
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over all the year long with ſnow; and the people who 
dwell in the valleys drinking, for want of other, this 
ſnow - water, are ſubject to a ſtrange ſwelling in the throat, 
called goytre, which is common among them. | 

As I ſcaled the Alps, my thoughts reflected upon Han- 
nibal, who with u and ſtrong waters, did eat out 
a paſſage through thoſe hills, but of late years they have 
found a ſpeedier way to do it by gunpowder. 

Being at Turin, I was by ſome diſaſter brought to an 
extreme low ebb in money, ſo that I was forced to foot 
it along with ſome pilgrims, and with gentle pace and 
eaſy journeys to climb up thoſe hills, till I came to this 
town of Liens, where a countryman of ours, one Mr.

Moreover, at the 
requelt of the knights of the golden fleece, he promiſed 
that all forcign ſoldiers ſhould retire, and that he him- 
ef woald come to viſit them once every ſeven years; 


but being once gone, and leaving in lieu of a word a2 


diſkaff, an unweildy woman to govern, he came not only 


' ſhort of his promiſe, but procured a diſpenſation from 


the Pope to be abfolved af his oath; and all this by the 


counſel of Cardinal Cranvill, who, as the States chroni- 
cler writes, was the firſt firebrand that kindled that la- 
mentable and longſome war wherein the Netherlands 


have traded above fifty years in blood: for intending to 


increaſe the number of 5;/hops, to eſtabliſh the decrees of 


the council of Trent, and to clip the power of the council 
ot {tate compoſed of the natives of the land, by making 


it appealable to the council of Spain, and by adding to 


the former oath of allegiance, (all which conduced 
to ſettle the inquiſition, and to curb the conſcience) the 
broils began; to appeaſe which, ambaſſadors were diſ- 
patched to Spain, whereof the two firſt came to vio- 
lent deaths, the one being beheaded, the other poiſoned ; 

but the two laſt, Egmmnd and Horn, were nouriſhed ill 


with hopes, until PHilip II. had prepared an army under 


the conduct of the Duke of Alva, to compoſe the the differ- 
ence by arms. For as ſoon as he came to the govern- 


ment, he eltabliſked the Bloct- rad, as the complainants ' 


termed it, a council of blood, made upmoſt of — 
Eginond and Horn were apprehended, and afterwards 
bcheaded; citadels were erected, nat the oath of alle» 
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giance, with the political government of the country, in- 
divers things altered. This poured oil on the fire for-- 


merly kindled, and put all in combultion : the Prince of 


Orange retires, thereupon his eldeſt ſon was ſurprized, 
and ſent as hoſtage to Spain, and above 5000 families 
quit the country ; many towns revolted, but were aſter- 
| wards reduced to obedience; which made the Duke of ./- 
va ſay, that the Netherlands appertained to the King of 
| Spain not only by deſcent, but conqueſt ; and for a cumble- 
of his victories, when he attempted to impoſe the tenth- 
penny for the maintenance of the garriſons in the citadels 
he had erected at Grave, Utrecht and Antwerp (where: 
he cauſed his ſtatue made of cannon-braſ to be erected, 
trampling the Belgians under his feet) all the towns with- 
ſtood this impofition ; fo that at laſt matters fucceeded 
ill with him, and having had his coufin Paccecio hanged 
at Fluſhing gate, after he had traced out the plat-form- 
of a citadel in that town alſo, he receired letters of re-- 
vocation from Spain. To him ſuceceded Don Luys de Re- 
quilius, who came ſhort of his predeeeſſor in exploits ;; 
and dying ſuddenly in the field, the government was 
veſted for a time in the council of ſtate : the Spaniſh 
| ſoldiers being without a head, gathered together to the 
number of 1600, and committed ſuch outrages up and 
down, that they were proclaimed enemies to the ſtate, 
Hercupon the pacification of Ghent was tranſacted, where - 
of, among other articles one was, that all foreign ſoldiery 
ſhould quite the country. This was ratified by the King, 


and obſerved by Don John of Auſtria, who ſuoceeded 


in the government; yet Don John retained the Lands- 
_— at his devotion ſtill for ſome ſecret deſign, and 
as ſome conjectured for the invaſion of England, he 
kept the Spaniards allo ſtill hovering about the frontiers 
ready upon all occaſions, Certain letters were intercept- 
ed that made a diſcovery of ſome projects, which made 
the war to bleed afreſh : Don John was proclaimed ene 
my to the ſtate; ſo the Archduke Matthias was ſent 
for, who being a man of ſmall performance and improper 
for the times, was diſmiſſed, but upon honourable terms. 
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1 Don John a little after dies, and as ſome gave out, of 
1 the pox ; then comes in the Duke of Parma, a man as 
. _ of u different nation, being an Italian, ſo of a different 
temper, and more moderate fpirit, and of greater per- 
tormances than all the reſt ; for whereas all the

would refer to his couſin the Emperor : hereupon the 
balineſs was agitated at Colin, where the Spaniards ſtood 
4 as high a-tiptoe as ever, and notwithſtanding the vaſt 
| expence of treaſure and blood he had been at for ſo many 
© years, and that matters began to exaſperate more and 
| more, which were like to prolong the wars in infinitum, 
he would abate nothing in point of eceleſiaſtic government: 
hereupon, the States perceived that King Philip could 
not be wrought either by the ſollicitations of other princes, 
or their own ſupplications ſo often reiterated, that they 
might enjoy the freedom of religion, with other infran- 
chiſements; and finding him inexorable, being incited alſo 
by the ban which was publiſhed againſt the Prince of 
Orange, that whoſoever killed him ſhould have 5000 
crowns ; they at laſt abſolutely renounced and abjured 
the King of Spain for their ſovercign : they broke his 
ſeals, changed the oath of allegiance, and fled to France 
for ſhelter; they inaugurated the Duke of Anjou (re- 
commended to them by the Queen of Eng/and, to whom 
he was a ſuitor) for their Prince, who attempted to ren» . 
der himſelf abſolute, and ſo thought to ſurprize Antwerp, 
where he received an ill- favoured repulſe; yet neverthe- 
leſs the United Provinces, for ſo they termed themſelves 
ever after, fearing to diſtaſte their next great 1 
| rance, 
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France, made a ſecond proffer of their protection and 
ſovereignty ta that King, who having too many irons in 
the fire at his own home, the /eague growing ſtronger and 
ger, he anſwered them, that his irt was nearer 
to him than his doublet, "Then had they recourſe to 
Queen Elizabeth, who partly for her own ſecurity, part» 
ly for intereſt in religion, reached them a ſupporting hand, 
and ſo ſent them men, money, and a Governor, (the Earl 
of Leiceſler,) who not ſymbolizing with their humour, 
was quickly revoked, yet without any outward diſlike 
on the Queen's ſide, for ſhe left her forces ſtill with them, 
but upon their expence : ſhe lent them afterwards ſome 
conſiderable ſums of money, and ſhe received Fla/hing 
and the Brill for caution, Ever ſince, the Eng/i/h have 
been the beſt ſinews of their war, and atchievers of rhe 
greateſt exploits amongſt them. Having thus made furs 
work with the Engli/h, they made young Count Maurice 
their Governor, who for twenty-five years together held 
tack with the Spaniard; and during thoſe traverſes of war. 
was very fortunate : an overture of peace was then pro- 
pounded, which the States would not hearken to /1gly 
with the King of Spain, unleſs the provinces that yet re- 
mained under him would engage themſelves for the perfor- 
mance of what was articled; beſides, they would not 
treat either of peace, or truce, unleſs they were declared 
free States; all which was granted: ſo, by the interven- 
tion of the Engli/h and French ambaſſadors, a truce was 
concluded for twelve years. | 
Theſe wars did ſo drain and diſcommodate the King 
of Spain, by reaſon of. his diſtance, (every ſoldier * that 
he ſent either from Spain or Italy coſting him near 
upon 100 crowns before he could be rendered in Flan- 
ders) that notwithſtanding his mines of Mexico and Peru, 
it plunged him ſo deeply in debt, that having taken un. 
monies in all the chief banks of chriſtendom, he was fore 
to publiſh a diploma, wherein, he diſpenſed with himſelf 
(as the Holland ſtory bath it) from payment; alledging 
that he had employed thoſe monies for the public peace 
ol chriſtendom : this broke many great bankers ; and, they 
1 lay.

ſeventeen at Jeaſt, is far greater, more populous, bet- 
ter ſoiled and more ſtored with gentry, The ſtate in 


the richer and ſtronger, the one proceeding from their 
vaſt navagation and commerce, the other from the qua- 
lity of their country, being defenſible rivers and 
fluices, by means whereof they can ſud overwhelm 
all the whole country; witneſs that ſtupendous ſiege of 
Leyden and Haerlem ; for moſt of their towns, the marks 
being taken away, are inacceſhble, by reaſon of ſhelves 
of ſands. Touching the tranſaction of theſe 


which the King of Spain made as a dowry to the Arch» 


duke Albertus, upon marriage with the /nfanta, (who 


thereupon lefthis red hat, and Toledo miter, the chiefeſt

ſwer any thing, neither are his bulls of any ſtrength with- 
out the princes placet, which makes him have always 
ſome commiſſioners to execute his authority. The people 
here grow hotter and hotter in the Roman cauſe, by rea- 
ſon of the mixture with Spaniards and Htalians ; as allo, 
by the example of the Archduke and the [n/anta, who 
are devout in an intenſe degree. There are two ſupreme 
councils, — and that of the State; this 
treats of confederations and intelligenee with foreign 
princes, of peace and war, of entertaining or of di 


colonels and captains of fortifications; and they have the, 


ſurintendency of the higheſt affairs that concern the 
Prince and the polity of the provinces ; the private hath 


the granting of all patents and requeſts, the publiſhing of 


all edicts and proclamations, the prizing of coin, the 


looking to the confines and extent of the „ and 
the enacting of all new ordinances. Of theſe two coun- 


cils there is never a Spaniard, but in the actual council 


court of finances, or exchequer, whence all that 
have the fingering of the King's money muſt draw a diſ- 


charge, Touching matters of juſtice, their law is mixt : 


berween civil and common, with ſome clauſes of canoni- 
cal. The. high-court of parlament is at Maline, whe-

The prime province for dignity is Brabant, which a- 


mongit many other privileges it enjoyeth, hath this for 
one, not to appear upon any ſummons out of its own pre- 
cinct, which is one of the reaſons why the Prince makes 
his reſidence there: but the prime for extent and fame 


is Flanders, the chiefeſt earldom in chriſtendom, which is 


three days journey in length; Ghent its metropolis, is 
reputed the greateſt rown in Europe, whence aroſe the 
proverb, Les flamene tient un Gan, qui tiendra Paris 
dedans, But the beautifulleſt, richeſt, ſtrongeſt, and 
moſt privileged city is Antwerp in Brabant, being the 
margquiſate of the holy empire, and drawing, near to the 
nature of a hanſe-ztown, for ſhe pays the Prince no other 
tax but the impoſt. Before the diſſociation of the ſeven- 
teen provinces, this town was one of the greateſt marts 
of Europe, and greateſt bank on this ſide the Alps, moſt 
princes having their factors here, to take up or let out 
monies; and here our Greſham got all his wealth, and 
built our royal-exchange by model of that here. The 
merchandize which was brought hither from Germany, 
France, and Italy, by land, and from England, Spain, 
and the hanſe-towns by ſea was eſtimated at above twenty 
millions of crowns every year; but as no violent thing is 
long laſting, and as 'tis fatal to all kingdoms, ſtares, 
towns and languages to have their period, ſo this re- 
nowned mart hath ſuffered a ſhrewd eclipſe, yet no ut- 
ter downfal, the exchange of the King of Spain's money 


and ſome land- traffick keeping ſtill life in her, though 


nothing ſo full of vigour as it was; therefore, there is 
no town under the Archduke where the States have more 
concealed friends than in Antwerp, who would willingly 
make them her maſters in hope to recover her former 
commerce ; which, after the laſt twelve years truce began 


to revive a little, the States permitting to paſs by Lille's 


ſconce (which commands the river of Sche/d, and lieth in 
the teeth of the town) ſome ſmall croſs-ſailed ſhips to 


paſs hither, There is no place hath been more paſſive 
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conſult of all matters of ſtate, juſtice, and war: the Ad» 
vocate, who is prime in the aſſembly 
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Touching the adminiſtration of juſtice, the Preſident 
who is monthly changed, with the great council, have 
the ſupreme judicature, from whoſe decrees there is no 
appeal but a reviſion ; and then, ſome of the choiceſt 
lawyers amongſt them are appointed. SY TL) 

For their oppidan government, they have variety of 
offices, a ſcout, burgomaſters, a balue, and Yroetſchap- 
pen. The ſcout is choſen by the States, who with the 
balues have the judging of all cruninal matters in laſt re- 
fort, without appeal : they have alſo the determining of ci- 
vil cauſes, but thoſe are appealable to the Hague. 

1 Touching their chiefeſt Governor (or General rather now) 
| having made proof of the Spaniard, German, French 
| and Ergli/h, and agreeing with none of them, they 
BB. lighted at laſt upon a man of their own mould, Prince 
3 | Maurice, now their General, in whom concurred divers 
| « parts ſuitable to ſuch a charge, having been trained up in 
| the wars by his father, who with three of his uncles, and 
diyers of his kindred, facrificed their lives in the States 
quarrel: - he bath thriven well ſince he came to the go- 
yernment; he cleared Friefland, Overyſſell and Gro- 
nigben, in leſs than eighteen months. He hath now 
continued their Governor and General by ſea and land a- 
| bove thirty-three years: he hath the election of magi- 
ſtrates, the pardoning of malefactors, and divers other 
prerogatives, yet they are ſhort of the reach of ſove- 
reignty, and of the authority of the antient counts -of - 
Holland. Though I cannot fay tis a mercenary em- 
iS ployment, yet he hath a limited allowance; nor hath he 
| any implicite command when he goes to the field: for 
either the council of war marcheth with him, or elſe he 
meceives daily directions from them. Moreover, the 
States themſelves reſerve the power of nominating all 
commanders in the army, which being of ſundry nations, 
os - deprive him of thoſe advantages he might have to make 
[I] -- | himſelf abſolute. Martial diſcipline is nowhere ſo _ 
| as amonglt the States; nowhere are there lefſer inſolen- 
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| } | cies committed upon the burgher, nor robberies upon the 
| country boors ; nor are the officers permitted to inſult over 
| | the 
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the common ſoldiers. When the army marcheth, not 
one dares take ſo much as an apple off a tree, or a root 
out of the earth in their paſſage ; and the reaſon is, they 
are punctually paid their pay, elſe I believe they would 
be inſolent enough; and were not the pay ſo certain, I 
think few or none would ſerve them. They ſpeak of 
60,000 they have in perpetual pay by land and ſea, at 
home, and in the Indies: the King of France was uſed 
to maintain a regiment, but ſince Henry the Greats 
death the payment hath been neglected. The means 
they have to maintain theſe forces, to pay their Gover · 
nor, to diſcharge all other expence; as the preſeryvation 
of their dikes, which comes to a vaſt expence yearly, is 
the antient revenue of the counts of Holland, the impro- 
priate church-livings, impoſts upon all merchandize, 
which is greater upon exported than imported goods; 
exciſe upon all commodities, as well for neceſſity as plea» 
ſure taxes upon every acre of ground, which is ſuch, 


| that the whole country returns into their hands every 


three years. Add hereunto the art they uſe in their 
bank by the riſe and fall of money, the fiſhing upon our 
coaſts, whither they ſend every autumn above 700 holks 
or buſſes; which in the voyages they make, return above 
a million in herrings. Moreover, their fiſhing for green- 
fiſh and falmond, amounts to ſo much more; and for 
their cheeſe and butter, tis thought they vent as much 
every year as Lisbon doth ſpices, This keeps the com- 
mon treaſury always full, thit upon any extraordinary 
ſervice or deſign there is ſeldom any new tax-upon the 
people. Traffick is their general profeſſion, being all 
either merchants or mariners; and having no land to ma- 
nure, they furrow the ſca for their living; and, this uni- 
verſallity of trade, and their banks of adventures, diſtri- 
butes the wealth ſo equally, that few amongſt them are 
exceeding rich or exceeding poor, Gentry amongſt them 


is very thin, and as in all democracies, little reſpected 


and coming to dwell in towns, they ſoon mingle with the 
merchants, and ſo degenerate: their ſoil being all be- 
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cow will give eight quarts of milk a-day, ſo that aa a 


boor told me, in four little dorps near Harlem, tis 
thought there is as much milk milked in the year as there 


| is Rheniſh wine brought to Dort, which is the ſtaple of it. 


Their towns are beautiful and neatly built, and with ſuch 
vniformity, that who ſees one ſees all. In ſome places, 


as in Amſterdam, the foundation coſts more than the 


ſuperſtructure ; for the ground being ſoft, they are con- 


ſtrained to ram in huge ſtakes of timber (with wool about

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it to preſerve it from putrifaQtion) till they came to a firm 


baſis; ſo that as one ſaid, whoſoever could ſee Amfter- 
dam under ground ſhould fee a huge winter-forreſt. 
Among all the confederate 2 Holland is moſt 


predominant, which being but ſix hours journey in breadth, 


contains forty-nine walled towns, and all theſe within a 


day's journey one of another. Amſterdam for the pre- 


ſent is one of the greateſt mercantile towns in Europe. To 


her is appropriated the Eafi and Weſt-India trade, hi- 


ther ſhe ſends yearly forty great ſhips, with another fleet 
to the Baltick ſea ; but they ſend not near fo 


the Mediterranean as England : other towns are 
rich, and ſtored with ſhipping, but not one very poor 
which proceeds from the wholeſome policy they uſe, to 
aſſign every town ſome firm ſtaple commodity ; as to 
(their maiden-town) Dort the German wines and corn, 
to Middleburgh the French and Spaniſh wines, to Tre- 
vere (the Prince of Oranges town (the Scots trade: 
Leyden in recompence of her long ſiege was erected to 


an univerſity, which with Francker in Frie/land is all they 
have; Harlem for knitting and weaving hath ſome privi- 
lege; Rotterdam hath the Engliſh cloth : and this ren- 
ders their towns ſo equally rich and populous. They al- 
low free harbour to al 


nations, with liberty of religion, 
(the Roman only excepted) as far as the cu, who hath 
two ſynagogues allowed him, but only in Amſterdam ; 
which piece of policy they borrow of the Venetians, with 


whom they have very intimate intelligence: only the Fews 
in Venice, in Rome, and other places, go with ſome out- 


ward mark of diſtinction, but here they wear none;

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theſe two republics, that in the Eat, and this in the #'/7, 
are the two remoru that ſtick to the great reſſel *

I have been long in the ſurvey of theſe provinces, yet 
not long enough; for much more might be ſaid, which 
is fitter for a ſtory than a ſurvey : I will conclude with 
a mot or two of the people, whereof ſome have been re- 
nowned in time paſt for feats of war. A mong the States, 
the Hollander or Batavian hath been moſt known, for 
ſome of the Roman emperors have had a ſelected guard 
of them about their perſons for their fidelity and valour, 
as now the King of France hath of the Suit. The 
Friſians alſo have been famous for thoſe large privileges 
wherewith Charl/emain endued them; the Flemins alſo 


have been illuſtrious for the martial exploits they atchie- 


ved in the Eaſt, where two of the carls of Flanders were 
crowned emperors, They have all a genius inclined to 
commerce, very inventive and witty in manufaRtures, 


witneſs the art of printing, painting, and colouring in 


glaſs; thoſe curious quadrants, chimes and dials, thoſe 
kind of waggons which are uſed up and down chri/{endom, 
were firſt uſed by them; and for the mariners compaſa, 
though the matter be diſputable betwixt the -Neapolitan, 
the Rortugal and them, yet there is a ſtrong argument 
on their ſide, in regard they were the firſt: that ſubdivids 
ed the ſour cardinal winds to oy two, others _— 
them in their language. 


There is no part of Exrope ſo haunted with all ſorts ; 


of foreigners as the Netherlands, which makes the in» 
habitants, as well women as men, ſo well verſed in all 
ſorts of languages, ſo that in exchange : time one may hear 


ſeven or eight ſorts of tongues ſpoken upon their burſes; 


nor are the men only expert herein, but the women and 
maids alſo in their common hoſtries ; and in Holland the 
wives are fo well verſcd in bargaining, cyphering and writ- 


ing, that in the abſence of their huſbands in long ſea-voy- 
ages, they beat the trade at home, and their words will 


als in cual credit. "Theſe women are wondertully ſo- 


r, though their huſbands make conmonly their bar» | | 
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g2ins in drink, and then are they more cantelous. | _ 
confluence of ſtrangers makes them very populous, which 

was the cauſe that Charles the — ſaid, that all the 
Netherlands ſeemed to him but as one continued town. 
He and his grandfather Maximilian, notwithſtanding the 
choice of kingdoms they had, kept their courts molt fre- 
quently in them, which ſhewed how highly they eſteem 
ed them; and, I believe if Philip II. dad viſited them 
ſometimes, matters had not gone ſo ill. 

There is no part of the earth, conſidering the {mall 
circuit of the country, which is eſtimated to be but as big 
as the fifth part of Italy, where one may find more differ- 
ing cuſtoms, tempers and humours of people, than in 
the Netherlands : the Walloon is quick and ſprightful, 
accoſtable and full of compliment, and gaudy in apparel, 
like his next neighbour the French : the Fleming and 
Hrabanter, ſomewhat more flow and more ſparing of 
| ſpeech: the Hollander flower than he, more ſurly and 
reſpectleſs of gentry and ſtrangers, homely in his — 
ing, of very few words, and heavy in action; which may 
be well imputed to the quality of the ſoil, which works 
ſo ſtrongly upon the hamours, that when people of a more 
vivacious and nimble temper come to mingle with them, 
their children are obſerved to partake rather of the ſoil 
than the fire ; and ſo it is in all animals beſides. -

is grown decripit, to make a voluntary reſignation of of- 

fices, be they never ſo great and 2 (though I can- 
not ſay Lerma did ſo) and ſequeſtring and weaning them- 
ſelves, as it were, from all mundane negotiations and in- 
cumbrances, to return to ſome place of devotion, and

and the bridle only in his hand. When the Mufti and 
the hoggies could not interpret this dream, Mu/tapha his 
uncle did it; for he ſaid, the camel ſignified his empire, 
his mounting of him, his exceſs in goverment, his light- 
ing down, his depoſing. Another kind of prophetic 
ſpeech dropt from the Grand Vifier to Sir Thomas Roe, 
our A ador there, who having gone a little before this.

ſent : hercupon, the eighth of September next is appointed 
to be the day of d eſpoſoriot, the day of affance, or the 


betrothing-day. There was much gladneſs expreſt here, 


and luminarics of joy were in every great ſtreet through» 
out the city; but there is an unlucky accident hath in- 
tervened, for the King gave the Prince a ſolemn viſit 
ſince, and told him Pope Gregory was dead, who was 
ſo great a friend to the match, but in regard the bu- 
 fineſs was not yet come to perfection, he could not pro- 
ceed further in it till the former diſpenſation was ratified 

by the new Pope Urban, which to procure, he would make

1 Received lately one of yours, but it was of 2 very 
old date. We have our eyes here now all fixed up- 
on Rome, greedily expecting the ratification, and lately a 
ſtrong rumour ran it was come, mſomuch that Mr. Clerk, 
who was ſent hither from the Prince, being a ſhipboard, 
(and now lies ſick at my Lord of Bri/to/'s houſe of a ca- 
lentute) hearing of it, he deſired to ſpeak with him, for 
he had ſomething to deliver him from the Prince, my 
Lord Ambaſſador being come to him, Mr. Clerk deliver- 


ed a letter from the Prince: the contents whereof were, 


© that, whereas he had left certain prox/es in his hand to 


be delivered to the — of Spain after the ratification 
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* was come, he deſired and required him not to do it 
© till he ſhould receive further orders from England.” 
My Lord of Briſtol hereupon went to Sir Walter Afton, 
who was in joint commiſſion with him for concluding the 
match, and ſhewing him the letter, what my Lord Aſton 
aid I know not, but my Lord of Brj/tof told him, that 
they had a commiſſion royal under the broad ſeal of 
England, to conclude the match: he knew as well as 
he how carneſt the King their maſter had been any time 
this ten years to have it done, how there could not be 
a better pawn for the ſurrendry of the Palatinate, than 
the Infanta in the Prince's arms, who could never reſt 
till ſhe did the work to merit love of our nation. He 
told him alſo, how their own particular fortunes de- 
pended upon it; beſides, if he ſhould delay one moment 
to deliver the proxy after the ratification was come, ac- 
| cording to agreement, the Inſanta would hold herſelf fo 
blemiſhed in her honour, that it might overthrow all 
things. Laſtly, he told him, that they incurred the ha- 
rꝛard of their heads, if they ſhould ſuſpend the executing . 
his Majeſty's commiſſion upon any order, but from that 
power who gave it, who was the King himſelf. Here- 
upon, both the ambaſſadors proceeded ſtill in their pre- 
ring matters for the ſolemnizing of the marriage : the 
Earl of Briſtol had cauſed above thirty rich liveries to be 
made of watched velvet, with filver-lace up to the very 
capes of the cloaks; the beſt forts whereof, were valued 
at 80 J. a livery, My Lord Aſton had alſo provided nes 
liveries; and a fortnight after the ſaid politic report was 
blown up, the ratification came indeed compleat and full ; 
ſo the marriage-day was appointed, a ferras covered all 
over with tapeſtry was raiſed from the King's palace to the 
next church; which might be about the ſame extent as 
from Whitehall to W:ſkminſter- Abbey ; and the King in- 
tended to make his ſiſter a ui , and his — =o 
(whereof the Queen was delivered a little before) a 
chriſtian upon the ſame day: the grandees and great la- 
dies had been invited to the marriage, and orders was 
ent to all the port-towns to diſcharge their great ord- 
| 4.0 Nance, 
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nance, and ſundry other things were prepared to honour | 
the ſolemnity: but, when we were thus at the height of 
our hopes, a day or two before, there came Mr. Xell 
Free, Grefly, Wood and Davies, one upon the neck of 
another, with a new commiſhon to my Lord of — 
immediately from his Majeſty, countermanding him to 
deliver the proxy aforeſaid, until a full and abſolute ſa- 
tisfaction were had for the ſurrendry of the Palatinate 
under this King's hand and feal, in regard he deſired his 
fon ſhould be married to Spain, and his ſon-in-law re- 
married to the Palatinate at one time: hereupon, all 
was daſhed in pieces, and that frame which was rearing 
ſo many years, was ruined in a moment. This news 
ſtruck a damp in the hearts of all people here, and they 
wiſhed that the poſtillions that brought i it 1 broke 

their necks in the way. / , 
My Lord of Bri/to/ hereupon went to court to acquaint 
the King with his new eommiſſion, and fo propoſed the 
reſtitution of the Palatinate. The King anſwered, it 
was none of his to give: *tis true, he had a few towns 
there, but he held them as commiſſioner only from the 
Emperor, and he could not command an Emperor, yet if 
his Majeſty of Great Britain would put a treaty a-foot, 
he would ſend his own ambaſſadors to join. In the in- 
terim, the Earl was commanded not to deliver the afore- 
ſaid proxy of the Prince, for the diſponſories or eſpouſal, 
until Chri/tmay : (and herein it ſeems his Majeſty with 
you was not well informed, for thoſe- powers of proxies 
expired before), The King here Fn further, that if 
his uncle the Emperor, or the Duke of Bavaris would 
not be conformable to reaſon, he would raiſe as great an 
army for the Prince Palſgrave as he did under Spinola 
when he firſt invaded the Palatinate; and to ſecure this, 
he would engage his contratation-houſe of the H- In- 

dies, with his plate-flect, and give the moſt binding in- 
ſtrument that could be under his hand and ſeal. But 
this gave no ſatisfaftion, therefore my Lord of Briſtal - 
believe hath not long to ſtay here, for, he is commanded 
to deliver no more letters to the Infanta, nor demand 
- any 
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any more audience; and that ſhe ſhould be no more ſty- 
led Princeſs of England or Wales, The foreſaid caution 
which this King offered to my Lord of Bri//ol, made me 
think of what 1 read of his grandfather Philip H. who 
having becn married to our Queen Mary, and it being 
thought ſhe was with child of him, and was accordingly 
yed for at Paul's-croſ5, though it proved afterwards 
but a tympany, King Philip propoſed to our parliament, 
that they would paſs an act that he might be Regent dur · 
ing his or her minority that ſhould be born, and he would 
give good caution to ſurrender the crown, when he or 
ſhould come to age. The motion was hotly can-- 
vaſed in the houſe of peers, and like to paſs, when the 
Lord Paget roſe up and ſaid, /, but who fhall fue for 
the King*s loud? So the buſineſs was daſhed. I have 
no more news to ſend you now, and I am forry I have 
ſo much, unleſs it were better; for we that have buſmeſs- 
to negotiate here are like to ſuffer much by this rupture.

V OUR Lordſhips of the 3d current came ſaſe to 
1 hand; and, being now upon: the point of mo 
with this court, I thought it worth the labour to ſend 
your Lordſhip a ſhort ſurvey of the monarchy of Spain; 
a bold undertaking your Lordſhip will ſay, to compre - 
kend within. the narrow bounds of a letter ſuch a huge 
bulk; but as in the boſs of a fmall diamond ring one may 
diſcern the image of a mighty mountain, fo I will endea- 
your that your Lordſhip may behold the power of this 
great King in this paper: | 
Spain hath been always eſteemed a country of antient 
renown ; and as it is incident to all others, ſhe hath had 
her viciſfitudes and turns of fortune: ſhe hath been thrice 
overcome; by the Romans, the Goths, and by the 
Moors, The middle conqueſt continueth to this day; 
for this King and moſt of the nobility profeſs themſelves. 
to have deſcended of the Gott. The Moors kept here 
about 700 years; and it is a remarkable ſtory how they 
got in firſt, which was thus upon good record: there 
reigned in Spain, Don Rodrigo, who kept his court 
then at Malaga, he employed the Conde Don Julian 
Ambaſſador to Barbary, who had a daughter, (a young 
beautiful lady) that was maid of honour to the Queen: 
the King ſpying her one day refreſhing herſelf under an 
arbor, fell enamoured with her, and never left till he had 
deflowered her: ſhe reſenting much the diſhonour, writ 
a letter to her father in Barbary under this allegory, 
That there was a fair green apple upon the table, and 
the King's poignard fell upon it, and cleft it in tuo. 
Don Julian apprehending the meaning, got letters of re- 
vocation, and came back to Spain, where he ſo complied 
with the King, that he became his favourite. Amongſt 
other things he adviſed the King, that in regard he was 
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, now in peace with all the world, he would diſmifs his

ZE where, under the great church there was a vault with 
B huge iron doors, and none of his predeceſſors durit open 
By it, becauſe there was an old prophecy, That when that 
Fr vault was opened Spain ſhould be conquered. Rodrigo 
} ſlighting the prophecy, cauſed the doors tobe broke vpen, 
If hoping to find there ſome treaſure ; but when he entered, 


1 there was nothing found but the pictures of Moors, of 

lo ſuch men that a little after fulfilled the prophecy. 

1 Yet this laſt conqueſt of Spain was not perfect, for 
5 divers parts Northweſt kept ſtill under chriſtian kings, & 
„ ſpecially Biſcay; which was never conquered, as Wales 

| | in Britanny; and the Biſcayners have much analogy 


with the Wel/þ in divers things. They retain to this 
day the original language of Spain; they are the moſt 
2 © mountaineous people, and they are reputed the antienteſt 
ERS gentry, ſo that when any is to take the order of knight- 

3 BY hood, there are no inquiſitors appointed to figd whether 
- he be dear of the blood of the Moors, as in other places. 

The King when he comes upon the confines, pulls off 
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one ſhoe before he can tread upon any Biſcay ground; 
and he hath good reaſon to eſteem that province, in re- 
gard of divers advantages he hath by. it, for, he hath 
dis beſt timber to build ſhips, his beſt marines, and all 
his iron thence. e | | 

There were divers bloody battles betwixt the remnant 
of chriſtians and the Moors for 700 years together; and 
che Spaniards getting ground more and more, drove 
them art laſt to Granada, and thence alſo in the time of 
Ferdinand and Iſabella, quite over to Barbary, Their 
laſt King was Chico, who, when he fled from Granada 
crying and weeping, the people upbraided him, that be 
might well weep like a woman, who could not defend 
bim ſell, and them like a nan. This was that Ferdinand 
who obtained from Rowe the title of Catholic, though 
ſome ſtories ſay, that many ages before Ricaredus, the 


fit orthodox King of the (oths, was ſtyled Catholicus in 


a provincial ſynod held at Toledo; which was continued 
by 4iphonſus I. and then made hereditary 
nand. This abſolute conqueſt of the Moors happened 
about Henry VII's time, when the foreſaid Ferdinand 
and Jſabella had by alliance joined Ca/tile and Aragon ; 
which with the difcovery of the We/?-1n:dies, which hap- 
pened a little after, was the firſt foundation of that great · 
neſs whereunto Spain is now mounted, Afterwards 
there was an alliance with Burgundy and Auſtria: by 
the firſt houſe, the ſeventeen provinces fell to Spain; by 
the ſecond Charles V. came to be Emperor: and remark- 
able it is how the houſe of Au/?ria came to that height 
from a mean Earl; the Earl of Harburg in Germany, 
who having been one day a hunting, he overtook a prieſt 
who had been with the ſacrament to viſit a poor fick 
Lady, the Prieſt being tired, the Earl lighted off his 
horſe, helped up the Prieſt, and ſo waited upon him a- 
foot all the while till he brought him to the church: 


the Prieſt giving him his benediction at his going away, 


told him, that for this great act of humility and piety, 


his race ſhould be one of the greateſt that ever the world 


6ad; and ever fince, which is ſome 240 years ago, the 
” e empire 


by this Ferdi-. 
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empire hath continued in that honſe; which afterwards 
was called the houſe of Auſtria. 

In Philip IT's time the Spani/h monarchy came to its 
higheſt cumble, by the conqueſt of Portugal, whereby 
the Eaſſ- Indies, — iſlands in the Atlantic ſea, and 
. divers places in Barbary were added to the crown of 

Spain. By theſe ſteps; this crown came to this grandeur; 
and truly give the Spaniard his due, he 18 a mighty 
Monarch, he hath dominions in all parts of the world, 
(which none of the four monarchies had) both in Europe, 
Ala, Africa, and America, (which he hath ſolely to 
himſelf) though our Henry VII. had the ſame proffer 

made him: ſo, the ſun ſhines all the twenty four hours 
of the natural day upon ſome part or other of his coun- 
tries; for part of the Antipodes are ſubject to him. He 
hath eight viceroys in Europe, two in the Eaft- Indies, 
two in the Meſt, two in A/ric, and about thirty provin- 
cial ſovercign commanders more; yet, as I was told 
lately, in a diſcourſe betwixt him and our Prince at his 
being here, when the Prince fell to magnify his ſpacious 
dominions, the King anſwered, Sir, tis true, it hath 
pleaſed God to trufi me with divers nations and coun- 
tries; but of all theſe there are but two which yield me 
any clear revenues, viz. Spain, and my Weſt-Indies, nor 
all Spain neither, but Caſtile only: the reſt do ſcarce 
quit ceſt, for all is drunk up betwixt governors and gare 
riſons; yet my advantage is, to have the opportunity to 
propagate the Chriſtian religion, and to employ my 
jeds, For the laſt, it muſt be ed that no Pines. 
hath better means to breed brave men, and more variety 
of commands to heighten their ſpirits with no petty but 
princely employments. 

This King beſides, hath other means to oblige the 
gentry unto him by ſuch a huge number of commendamis 
which he hath in his gift to beſtow on whom he pleaſes 
of any of the three orders of knighthood; which Eng- 
land and France want. Some noblemen in Spain can 
ſpend 50,000/. ſome forty, ſome thirty, and divers 
20, ooo l. per annum. The church here is — 
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rich both in revenues, plate and · buildings; one cannot go 
to the meaneſt country chapel, but he will find chalices, 
lamps and candleſticks of ſilver. There are ſome biſhop- 
ricks of 30,000 J. pr annum and divers of 10,000 /. and 
Toledo is 100,000 1. yearly revenue. As the church is 
rich, ſo it is mightily reverenced here, and very power- 
ful ; which made Philip II. rather depend upon the 
clergy than the ſecular power. Therefore I do not ſee 
how Spain can be called a poor country, conſidering the 
revenues aforeſaid of princes and prelates; nor is it fo 
thin of people as the world makes it, and one reaſon may 
be that there are ſixteen univerſities in Spain, and in one 
of theſe there were 15,000 ſtudents at one time when T 
was there, I mean Salamanca, and in the village of 
Nladrid (for the King of Spain cannot keep his conſtant * 
court in any city) there are ordinarily 600,000 ſouls, 
It is true, that the colonizing of che Jndies, and the 
wars of Flanders, have much drained this country of 
people. Since the expulſion of the Moors it is alſo grown 
thinner, and not ſo full of corn; for thoſe Moors would 
grub up wheat out of the very tops of the craggy hills, 
yet they uſed another grain for their bread ; ſo, that the 
Spaniard had nought elſe to do but to go with his aſs to 
the market, and buy corn of the Moors. There lived 
here alſo in times paſt a great number of the Jews, till 
they- were expelled by Ferdinand ; and as I have read 
in an old Spaniſh legend, the cauſe was this: the King 
had a young Prince to his ſon, who was uſed to play + 
with a 7ewwi/h Doctor that was about the court, who 
had a ball of gold in a ſtring hanging down his breaſt, the 
little Prince one day ſnatched away the ſaid golden ball, 
and carned it to the next room ; the ball being hollow, 
opened, and within there was painted our Saviour kiſſing 
a few's tail. Hereupon they were all ſuddenly diſter- 
red and exterminated, yet, I believe in Portugal there 
lurks yet good ſtore of them, | 
For the ſoil of Spain, the fruitfulneſs of their vallies 
recompences the ſterility of their hills; corn is their great- 
eſt want, and want of rain is the cauſe of that, which 
: 2" ; makes 
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makes them have need of their neighbours ; yet as much 
as Spain bears is paſſing good, and ſo is every thing elſe 
for the quality; nor hath any one a better horſe under 
chim, a better cloak on his back, a better ſword by his 
ſide, better ſhoes on his feet than the Spaniard ; nor 
doth any drink better wine, or eat better fruit than he, 
nor fleſh for the quantity. 
Toouching the people, the Spaniard looks as high, 
though not ſo big as 4 German his exceſs is in too much 
_ gravity, which ſome who know him not well, hold to 
be a pride; he cares not how little he labours, for poor 
Gaſcans and Moriſco ſlaves do moſt of his work in field 
and vineyard ; he can endure much in the war, yet he 
Joves not to fight in the dark, but in open day, or upon a 
ſtage that all the world might be witneſſes of his valour ; 
ſo that you ſhall ſeldom hear of Spaniards employed in 
might-ſervice, nor ſhall one hear of a duel here in an age. 
He hath one good quality, that he is wonderfully obadi- 
ent to government; for the proudeſt Don of Spain, when 
he is prancing upon his ginct in the ſtreet, if an af 
ail (a ſerjeant) ſhew him his vare, that is a little wie 
ſtaff he carrieth as a badge of his office, my Dan will 
down preſently off his horfe and yield himſelf his priſon- 
er. He hath another commendable quality, that when 
he giveth alms, he pulls off his hat, and puts it in the 
beggar's hand with a great deal of humility. His gravi- 
ty is much leſſened ſince the late proclamation came out 
againſt ruffs, and the King himſelf ſhewed the firſt ex- 
ample : they were come to that height of exceſs herein, 
that twenty ſhillings were uſed to be paid for ſtarching of 
a ruff 5 and ſome, though perhaps he had never a ſhirt to 
his back, yet he would have a toting huge ſwelling ruff. 
about his neck. He is ſparing in his ordinary diet, but 
when he makes a-fca(t he is free and bountiful, As to 
temporal authority, eſpecially martial, ſo is he very obe- 
dient to the church, and belieyes all with an implicit 
faith : he is a great ſervant of ladies, nor can he be blam- 
ed, for, as I ſaid before, he comes of a Gotiſh race; 
yet he never brags of, nor blazes abroad his doings that

WE have gallant news now abroad, for we are ſure 
to have a new Queen before it be long; both 
the contract and marriage was lately ſolemnized in France, 
the one the ſecond of this month in the Loud re, the other 
the eleventh day following in the great church of Paris, 
by the Cardinal of Roche/foucault : there was ſome claſhing 
betwixt him and the Archbiſhop of Paris, who alleged 
it was his duty to officiate in that church; but the dig- 
nity of Cardinal and the quality of his office, being the 
King's great Almoner, which makes him chief Curate 
of the court, gave him the prerogative, I doubt not 
but your Lordſhip hath heard of the capitulations ; but 

for better aſſurance, I will run them over briefly. 
The King of France obliged himſelf to procure the 
diſpenſation ; the marriage ſhould be celebrated in the 
ſame form as that of Queen Margaret, and of the 
Dutcheſs of Bar ; her dowry ſhould be 800,000 crowns, 
ſix ſhillings a- piece, the one moiety to be paid the day of 
the contract, the other twelve months after. The Queen 
ſhall have a chapel in all the King's royal houſes, and any 
where elſe, where ſhe ſhall reſide within the dominions 
of his Majeſty of Great Britain, with free exerciſe of the 
Roman religion, for herſelf, her officers, and all her 
houſhold, for the celebration of the mai, the prodica- 
tion of the word, adminiſtration of the ſacraments, and 
power to procure indulgences from the holy father. 
To this end ſhe ſhall be allowed twenty-eight prieſts, or

HOUGH any command from your Lordſhip be 
welcome to me at all times, yet that which you 

enjoined me in yours of the 12th of Auguſt, that Iſhould 
inform your Lordſhip of what I know touching the ingui- 
fition, is now a little unſeaſonable, becauſe 1 have much 
to do to prepare myſelf for this employment to Ger- 
many, therefore I cannot ſatisfy you in that fulneſs as I 
could do otherwiſe.

to endeavonr the converſion of them by preaching, and 
all other means. They finding their pains did little 
_ good, (and that thoſe whom they had converted turned 
apoſtates) obtained power to make a reſearch ; which af- 
terwards was called inguiſition: and it was ratified by 
Pope Sixtus, that if they would not conform themſelves - 
7 fair means, they would be forced to do it, The 
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acobins being found too ſevere herein, and for other a- 
ſes beſides, this inguiſition was taken from them, and 
put into the hands of the molt ſufficient eccleſiaſtics. S0 
a council was eſtabliſhed, and officers appointed accord- 
ingly: whoſoever was found pendulous and brandling in 
his religion was brought by a ſerjeant called a Familiar, 
before the ſaid council of inqui/ition ; his accuſef or di- 
lator ſtands behind a piece of tapeſtry to ſee whether be 
be the party, and if he be, then they put divers ſubtile | 
and entrapping interrogatories unto him; and whether be 
| x 2 confeſs 
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confeſs any thing or no, he is ſent to. priſon. When the 
faid Familiar goes to any houſe, though it be in the dead 
of the night, (and that is the time they commonly uſe to 
come, or in the dawn of the day) all doors, and trunks, 
and cheſts, fly open to him, and the firſt thing he doth 
he ſeizeth the party's breeches, ſcarcheth. _ 
and takes his keys, and ſo rumageth all his ts and 
trunks; and a public Notary whom he carrieth with hi 
takes an inventary of every thing; which is 
and depoſited in the hands of ſome of his next neigh- 
bours. The party being hurried away in a cloſe coach, 
and clapt in priſon, he is there eight days before he make 
his appearance; and then, they preſent unto him the 
croſs, and the miſſal· book to ſwear upon: if he refuſeth 
to ſwear, he convicteth himſelf, and though he ſwear, 
yet he is remanded to priſon, This oath commonly it 
reſented before any accuſation be produced. His goa- 
be is ſtrictly commanded to pry into his actions, his de- 
portment, words, and countenance, and to ſet ſpies upon 


| him; and whoſoever of his fellow-priſoners, or others, 


can produce any thing againſt him, he hath a reward for - 
it. At laſt, after divers appearances, examinations, and 
ſcrutinies, the information againſt him is read, but the 
witneſſes names are concealed: then is he appointed a 
Rector and Advocate, but he muſt not confer or adviſe © 
with them privately, but in the face of the court. The 
King's Attorney is a party in it, and the accuſers com- 
monly the ſole witneſſes. Being to name his own law y- 
ers, oftentimes others are Covered, and fall- into 


_ troubles: while he is thus in priſon, he is ſo abhored and 


abandoned of all the world, that none will, at leaſt dare 
not viſit him. Though one clear himſelf, yet he can * 
not be freed till an ad of faith paſs; which. is done ſel- 
dom, but very folemnly.

Ha in my three former letters waſhed my 
hands of the Mahometan and the Jew, and at- 
tended chriſtianity up and down the earth, I come nor, 
to the Pagan idolater or Heathen, who (the more to be 
lamented) make the greateſt part of mankind. Furepe 
| herſelf, though the beams of the croſs have ſhined upon 
her above the ſe ſixteen ages, is dt free from them, for 
they poſſeſs to this day Lappia, Corelia, Biarmia, Scri- 
fnnia, and the North parts of Finmart; there are alſo 
ſome ſhreds of them to be found in divers places of Litu- 
ania and Somogitia, which make a region 900 miles in 
compaſs. | ; | 
But in Africa their. numbers is incredible, for from 
Cape Blanc, themoſt Weſterly point of Mica, all South- 
ward to the Cape of Good Habe, and thence turning b

Laſtly, if one take a ſurvey of America, (as none

five, It is true ſome years after the firſt navigation thi- 
ther, they were converted daily in great multitudes, but 
afterwards obſerving the licentious lives of the chriſtians, 
their greedineſs for gold, and their cruelty, they came 
not in ſo faſt; which made an Indian anſwer a Spaniſh 
frier who was diſcourſing with him of the joys of _—

and how all Spaniards went thither after this life, Then 


| faid the Pagan, I do not deſire to go thither if Spani- 
| ard; be there, I had rather go to hell to be free of their 
company. America differs from the reſt of the earth in 


this, that ſhe hath neither Jew nor Mahometan in her, 
but chriſtians and Gentiles only. There are, beſides 
all thoſe religions and people before mentioned, an ir- 
regular confuſed nation in E urope, called the Morduits ; 
which occupy the middle confines betwixt the Tartars 
and the Ruſſe, that are mingled in rites of religion with 
all thoſe that have been fore · jpoken: for from the 
privy- members upward they are chriſtian, in regard they 
admit of baptiſm: from the navel downward they are 
Mahometans - or Fews, for they are circumciſed; and 
beſides, they are given to the adoration of heathenith 
idols. In Alia there are the Cardi, which inhabit the 
mountainous country about /11:za/, between Armenia 
and Meſapotamia, and the Druci in Syria, who are demi» 
NMahometans and chriſtians, 

Now concerning Pagans and heathemſh idoſaters, 
whereof there are innumerable ſorts up and down the 
ſurface of the earth. In my opinion, thoſe are the ex- 
cuſcableſt kind who adore the ſun and moon, with the 
hot of heaven. And in Ireland, the Aerns of the 
mountains, with ſome of the Sc2s iſles, uſe a faſhion of 
adoring the moon to this very day, praying, ſhe would 
Icave them in as good health as ſhe found them. This is 
not ſo groſs an idolatry as that of other heathens: for, 
the adoration of theſe glorious. celeſtial bodirs is more 
excuſcable than that of garlick and onions with the g- 
2 iptian, who ſome think (with the Sicynian) was the 
antienteſt idolater upon carth ; which he makes - thrice 
older than we do: for Diodarus Siculus reports that the 
F'ayptian had a religion and kings 18,009 years ſince;

Brachmans of India: which country, as ſhe is the 2ext

But whereas your Lord- 
ſhip deſires to know what were the original mother» 
tongues of the countries of Eur:pe, and how ' theſe mo- 
dern ſpeeches that are now in uſe were firſt introduced; 'T 
may anſwer hereunto, that it is almoſt as eaſy a thing to 
diſcover the ſource of Mile, as to find out the original 
of ſome languages; yet, I will attempt it as well as T 
can; and I will take my firſt riſe in theſe iſlands of Great 
Britain and Ireland: for to be curious and eagle · eyed 
abroad, and to be blind and ignorant av home, (as many 
of our travellers are now a days) is a curiofity 'thav car» 
rieth with it more of affectation than any thing elſe, 
Touching the iſle of Albion, or Great' Britan, the 
Cambrian or Cymraccan.tongue, commonly called Welſh, 
(and {talian alſo is ſo called by the Dutch) is without 
controverſy the prime maternal tongue of this iſland, and 
eonnatural. with it: nor could any of the four — 
that have been made of it by the Roman, Saxon, Done, 
or Norman, ever extinguiſh her; but ſhe remains ſtill 
pure and incorrupt: oß which language, there is as exact 
and methodical a grammar, with as regular precepts, 
rules, and inſtitutions both for proſe and verſe, compiled. 
by Dr. David Rice, as I have read in any tongue what» 
foever. Some of the authentickeſt annaliſts report that 
the old Cauli, (now the French) and the Britonr under- 
ſtood one another: for they came thence: very W 
119 
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to be inſtruted here by the Britiſh druids; which were 
the philoſophers and divines of thoſe times: and this was 


long before the Latin tongue came on this ſide the Alps, 


or books written; and there is no meaner man than Cæſar 
himſelf records this. 3 
This is one of the fourteen vernaculan and indepen- 
dant tongues of Europe, and ſhe hath divers dialects: the 
firlt is the Gorni/h, the ſecond the Armoricani, gr the 
inhabitants of Britany in France, whither a cl Was 
ſent over hence in the time of the Romans.: There was 
alſo another dialect of the Britiſh language among the 
Pits, who kept in the North parts, in Nertbumberland, 
WeAtmorland, umberland, and ſome parts beyond Tweed, 
until the whole nation of the Scots poured upon them 
with ſuch multitudes, that they utterly extinguiſhed both 
them and their language. There are ſame which have 
been curious in the compariſon of tangues, who believe 
that the Jriſh is but a dialeR of the antient Britiſh; and 
the learnedeſt of that nation, in a private diſcourſe 1 


pened to have with him, ſcemed to incline to this opi- 


nion: but this I can aſſure your Lordſhip of, that at my 
being in that country, I obferved by a private collection 
which I made, that a great multitude of their radical 
words are the ſame with the Velſb, both for fenſe and 
ſound; the tone alſo of both the nations is conſonant:
